Members’ Public Bills and Private Members’ Resolutions, after having 
been called for Second Reading, must be brought to a vote after 
debate on Second Reading, and disposed of in the same way as 
Government Bills.

area of the media used, the number of times the ad was run, and 
the number of inquiries received as of a direct result of that ad.
